If one may judge by the extetit of sour, 
rushy land in certain districts, the pre- 
valence in tillage land of such weeds as corn 
spurrey and corn marigold, and in pasture 
the . preponderance of . inferior grasses , like 
creeping bent and sweet vernal, such acrid 
weeds .as sorrel, dock and buttercup, it. is 
clear that much of the land in the country 
is in a state of lime hunger. : 

Lime is required in a very small wav as 

Plant food, corn needing about 10]bs. per 
acre. Crops, however, require certain condi- 
tions in the soil, which can only be main- 
tained in the presence of lime. Many soils do 
not contain sufficient lime to .maintain a 
healthy condition for plant. growth. The pro- 
cess of maintaining this condition involves 
the leaching from the. soil of considerable 
quantities, up to several cwts., of lime an 
nually. 
. This leaching process cannot go on in- 
definitely. Sooner or later the reserves in 
the soil are encroached upon, and. pro- 
ductivity suffers diminution in consequence. 
That liming should have fallen practically in- 
to disuse for such a long time is only festi- 
mony to the vast reserves stored up in the 
soil through the extensive liming operations 
of our predecessors. 


A Century Ago. 


_A century or more ago great attention was 
given to liming of the land. Arthur Young, 
after his tour 150 years ago, remarked: “ The 
manure commonly used in Ireland is lime. 
'o do the gentlemen of that country justice. 
they understand this branch of A im 
very well, and practise it with uncommon 
spirit. Their kilns are the best I have any- 
where seen, and great numbers are kept 
burning the whole year through without a 
thought of stopping on account of winter.” 
The rate of application and the price were, 
however, very different from those of to- 
day, as the following excerpts from a list 
will show ;—

Lime Kilns. 


The hustle of liming operations in progress 
at The. Lord Chief, Baron Foster's estate 
at Cullen, Co. Louth, he thus describes: 
“ He. had for several years 27 lime kilns 
burning stone, which was brought 4 miles 
with culm from Milford ‘Haven. He had 480 
cars employed by these kilns, and paid £700 
a year for culm. The stone was quarried by 
60 to 80 men regularly at that work, On the 
ploughed land he spread from 140 to 170 
barrels per acre. For experiment he tried 
000 barrels, and always found that the 
greater the quantity the greater the improve- 
ment, The lime cost him 9d. a barrel on the 
land. ‘his usual quantity 160. at the expense 
of £6 an acre.”’ 

Lime improves’ the tilth of a heavy soil 
by causing its tiny microscopic particles to 
adhere together and allow for the free pas- 
sage of water. Thus lime relieves heavy soil 
of its puddle character. 


Effect of Liming. 


Lime reacts with certain constituents of 
the soil, liberating potash, thus acting in a 
similar way to a dressing of potash manure. 

Where much sulphate of ammonia has 
een applied from year to year, and the soil 
has in eonsequence become acid, an applica- 
tion of lime is likely to show wonderfully 
beneficial effects by counteracting this 
acidity, An acid condition is known to har 
bour finger and toe, and in this connection a 
heavy dressing of lime is the best insurance 
against a recurrence of this pest. 

Useful changes in the vegetation follow 
lime applications. On tillage land such weeds 
as corn spurrey and corn marigold disappear. 
Pasture is seen to recoup through rehabili- 
tation of clovers and useful grasses in place 
of weeds like sorrel and inferior grasses like 
sweet vernal and bent grass, which are dsso- 
ciated with an acid condition of the soil. 


Light Dressings Best. 

Large-scale applications of lime belong to 
the distant past. Even moderately heavy ap- 
plications are out of count under the piesent 
depressed condition of agriculture. Dressings 
of from 15 to 70 cwts. per Irish acre may 
seem within the capacity of a fair proportion 
of farmers. ‘The question, however, of the 
actual profit to be derived from an applica- 
tion of lime is one which must be answered 
by ‘the individual himself through a trial 
plot. If his land shows some of the symptoms 
of lime hunger already indicated, then an 
application is likely to return a profit; but 
the trial plot should be resorted to for de- 
finite “ó é on the point. 

The fact that so much of the land is com- 
paratively unproductive, and that the outlay 
necessary for giving the land a fair dressing

PROSPECTS OF. THE 
CATTLE INDUSTRY. ' 


It is too early in the year to attempt to 
sum up the results of what 1s, if considered 
as a single item, the mainstay of Irish 
farming, the cattle industry, together with 
milk,. butter and its other by-products; -but 
it is important in view of the discussions we 
may expect in the Dail, to consider the" 
immediate prospects. Since 1847, a date to 
which it would almost seem some of ow 
legislators desire us to return, we 
doubled our cattle figures and halved our 
population; the total cattle for that year 
being enumerated in the ofScial ste*tics at 
just over two millions, and those fo: 1926 as 
just under four. It is not uncommon in this 
connection to quote Goldsmith and assume 
that the bullock has ‘‘ replaced’’ the man; 
that wealth accumulated and men decayed. 
A little thought should make the common 
sense reader question whether the test of 
prosperity is not rather the wealth per head 
of the population than the number of: persens 
living in a given number of square miles, 
and; -now that “human well-being’ 1s 


our agricultural policy, the doubling of cuí 
cattle in the eighty vears cited, should be 
remembered and quoted. That achievement 
of the Irish farmer has been made possible 
solely by the present policy of exports. The 
policy will persist through 1929, but it is 
quite pertinent to enquire whether it is sod 
in itself, and also, whether it can continne 
indefinitely. We will consider these 
questions in that order. 


Dairy Farming and the Census of 
Production 


The causes which led Irish farmers to turn 
from wheat growing and tillage-as a cash 
business to increased cattle rearing, with 
tillage largely as ancillary. to it, need scarcely 
be recapitulated here. It is .enough to 
remember the extensive wheat plains of 


America and -the shrinkage of the distance 


as measured in time—between the new 
world and the old, to realise that a 
substitute for the growth of cereals had 
become imperatiye. But a searcely less 
urgent reason is sometimes forgotten. The 
farmers’ choice in favour of a live stock 


policy arose from the necessity of preserving 
the butter industry. In the process of build- 
ing up our milking herds we reached a point 
where our export butter market was 
threatened by the well-organised and scientific 
Dane. To. retain our market much efiort. 
enthusiasm and public spirit was expended in 
the initiation and development of the co. 
operative movement. One of the results of 
this is shown in the interesting Preliminary 
Report on the LButter, Cheese and. Margarine 
Trade (1926), published last month by the 
Ministry of Industry and Commerce, from 
which it appears that we produced in that 
year 717,130 cwts. of butter of the estimated 
value of £5,531,409; of which we exported 
509.887 cwt., valued at £3,829.636. Against 
this export of butter we imported less than 
an eighth (by weight) of our export, or about 
a twelfth of our produetion, for which we 
paid less than £500,000. 

There would be a case for not importing 
anv butter if we concentrated on winter 
dairving, but the sum in question is not of 
great national significance, Our export of 
close on £4,000,000 is. Here is an industry In 
which there is no exploitation of labour, and 
which is part of the greatest wealth-producing 
property we No policy bringing 
about its over-throw, or even threatening any 
serious alteration of its reaction upon our 
national intake “and output, will receive 
support from those dairy farmers-—scores of 
thousands—to whom the monthly milk cheque 
is the token of the principal ‘‘cash crop” 
during eight months of the year. 

There is, of course, a more powerful “pull ' 
drawing the Irish farmer, towards cattle- 
breeding in the “store” industry and in beef. 
When the figures for 1928 are completed we 
think it will be found that, considered 
together, fat cattle and stores, heeft and dairv- 
ing are a growing national asset. What 1s 
certain is that unless some catastrophe or, 
alternately, some discovery of a new agri- 
cultural mine diverts the. farmer from these 
industries he will be forced by the appeal of 
the pocket to continue in cattle, and, as one 
aspect of the business, to export all he can 
profitably tranship.

accommodation comfortably warm in wintef 
will be seen when it is vealised that of the 
food taken by a pig some is used for main- 
taining the working organs of its body and 
for keeping up the bedy temperature, while 
the remainder goes to pork production. The 
amount required for the maintenance of heat 
is less under warm than under cold conditions, 
and consequently an improvement in the 
accommodation of the piz towards the’ making 
of the sty comfortably warm diverts a greater 
proportion of the animal's food into pork 
production. 

The pig house may, however, be ali that 
is apparently desirable—enclosed, well venti- 
lated, and well provided with glass windows 
—and yet be very unsuitable for its purpose. 
Direct light is necessary. for the well-being 
of the pig, and this. fact» explains the 
superiority of animals housed under fairly 
primitive conditions over those kept con- 
tinuously in some of the most. expensive of 
modern piggeries. Recent research work has 
shown that light contains a principle which, 
in the case of the pig, acts as a food in so 
far as it enables the animal to. grow a 
normal skeleton and to properly utilise the 
food consumed. 

Light which has passed through window 
glass dees not possess this food factor, -so 
that if the pig house does not communicate 
with an open vard care should be taken that 
light be admitted to it through open windows 

doors or in some such faslnon. 

Pigs kept in the open have the advantage 
of light, exercise and perhaps pasture herbage 
and do quite well in this climate during the

warmer months of the vear, but better 
results are obtained from animals kept in 
suitable houses during cold weather, and 
in all cases fattening is done more 


economically when exercise is restricted 
during the fattening stage proper, while in 
the case of the fattening pig, too, pasture on 
other green material provides very litile 
nutrition,

Our Strongest Competitors: How to

South America, however. is not our only 
possible formidable competitor.

It is, of course, possible that an Increasing 
citv demand in Canada itself, followed up by 
a growing demand in the United States, mav 
prevent any serious “ invasion "of England 
by the great Dominion, where, too, wheat 
wil doubtless continue to occupy uncountable 
acres of land. But it is necessarv to realise 
that neither Trish nor English farmers hold 
British markets permanentiv within their 
control. Sir William Haldane was emphatic 
on the imvortance of qnality.prefuction, af 
that end is to be attained, and Lord Ernle 
(a most eminent authority ) advocated co- 
aperation, with which advice Sir William 
Haldane and other authorities agreed.

milk, so as to enable her to liberally 
nourish.the young in the womb and to bring 
her into such goed condition that she “may 
give her maximum milk yield during the 
subsequent lactation. A sow should be nm 
moderately good condition as parturition ap 
proaches, and at the time af farrewing care 


should be taken that her bowels are in a 
laxative condition, beeause nothing retards 
the milk flow of the mother or interferes 
with the health of the young sueklings 
more than constipation in the sow. 

As soon as the young are born the sow 


should be allowed to partake of the cheicest 
morsels, A little good bran and nollard 
mixed into a warm slop with milk—whole or 
separated—provides a useful and nutritious 
fare at that time. Milk is very useful at this 
stage, and when the condition of the bowels 
demand it hot tran mashes should be given, 
so as to prevent even the slightest constina- 
tion. In a short-time the sow recovers. het 
normal feeding capacity, and in a few days 
she may be put on toa regular diet. consist-

Potatoes, which may also. be fed in 
the bonham stage to great advantage, may 
now be introduced to the diet if the -prevail- 
ing price warrants it, but potatoes should , be 


boiled for bonhams and fattening pigs; and 
the cost of cooking must not be - lost sight 
of. Almost any mixture of cereal méals, fo- 


vether with milk, provides,a suitable fatten. 
ing diet. The following items—I. 2, ó, & 
constitute a very suitable dietary mixtufe for

1. Pollard (good), Indian meal, barley meal. 
ground wheat+.A mixture of two or more ol

3. Potatoes—The proportion of. potatoes 
which may be fed may be anythimgd up: to 
twice the weight of meal in the.mixture. 

4..Separated milk—1.to 2 quarts per pig 
daily. 

The potatoes may be omitted withort re- 
ducing the efficiency of the ration.. Similarly. 
if desirable, the cats may be omitted: In 
fact, no hard and fast dietary formula which 
will suit all conditions .may Be laid dówh. 
local conditions of--price and availability fre- 
quently deciding the proportions of the in- 
gredients.

A Popular Choice. 


Dr. Merrin was originally a chemist, 
but in 1893 became a Licentiate of the 
Royal College of Surgeons and the 
Apothecaries’ Hall. In 1894 he obtained 
the Licentiate of the College of Physicians. 
Hie began practice at 14 Harcourt street, 
Dublin, a house reputed to have been once 
the residence of the Sham Squire. In 
1907 he went to Australia, where he held 
an important post as Medical Officer of 
Health at Warrange, Huntley . Shire, 
North Victoria, with headquarters at 
Elmore. In 1909 he returned to Ireland, 
settled at Kingstown, and soon enjoyed a 
large practice. Nine years ago he was 
elected at the top of the poll, with a 
‘‘record ” majority, as an urban coun- 
cillor. He was made Chairman of the 
Public Health Committee, and last year 
was elected to the vice-chairmanship of 
the Council. 

Soon after Dr. Merrin had begun to 
practise in Kingstown he had a remark- 
able proof of the confidence which he has 
always been able to inspire as a medical 
practitioner. One day there called at his 
Kingstown house a former patient who 
had travelled 14,000 miles from Victoria 
to consult Dr. Merrin about his foot. He 
bad been advised to have the foot 
amputated, and travelled from the Anti- 
podes to see if Dr. Merrin could save it. 
His faith was confirmed; Dr. Merrin 
treated him, and got Sir Thomas Myles to 
perform an operation which saved the 
foot. 

Dr. Merrin has had a long association 
with the Mariners’ Church, of which he 
is a parochial nominat r, and he is ex- 
tremely popular in Church circles.

In Belfast there is no such thing now 
as overcrowding in a ‘bus, as the regula- 
tions are that three ple alone are 
allowed to stand, and if four are standing 
the firm is liable to be prosecuted. Before 
the Corporation took over the private 
'buses plying in the city, some firms had 
as many as sixteen summonses in the one 
day for this offence. That was, of course, 
when the Corporation and ’bus owners 
were fighting for supremacy. 


‘‘ Deeds Wanted ' that “ passengers desir- 
ing to alight find it nearly impossible to 
attract the driver’s attention.” In 
Belfast, when the passenger wants to 
alight, he does not attract the driver’s 
attention at all, but »merely presses the 
nearest electric bell—there are about four 
in each "bus—and the “bus stops. In some 
of the smaller ’buses, instead of bells for 
the passengers’ convenience, there is a 
communication cord, and when this is 
pulled it has the desired effect. 

As regards difficulty in knowing whether 
a "bus is full or not as it is approaching, 


on it, is displayed in a prominent posi- 
tion, and in some cases an electric sign to 
the same effect is used, 

Altogether, the "bus services in Belfast 
are all that could be desired, as far as the 
passengers’ comlort is concerned, a state 
of affairs which is in strange contrast to 
the city trams. 

I can readily sympathise with the writer 
of “ Deeds Wanted” in relation to the 
trams. In the rush hours they are simply 
packed full, and a person trying to alight 
has to ‘‘ scrum ” his way past the crowded 
platiorms and the equally crowded stairs, 
and by the time he has reached the step 
the tram is, as likely as not, a hundred 
yards past the required stop It is very 
strange that, though the same rules govern 
both the omnibuses and trams, one never 
hears of the trams being prosecuted for 
overerowding, a rule which is blatantly 
ignored.

FRANCE. 
LECTURE BY PROFESSOR . 
SAVORY. i 


French Society was held yesterday afternoon 
in the High |, Harcourt street, Dublin. 
Sir Robert Tate, F.,1.C.D., President, wel- 
comed the lecturer, Professor D. L. Savory, 
M.A., Professor of French and of Romance 
Phi in the Queen’s University, Belfast, 
and of the gratitude of the members 
of the French Society to him for coming 
every year to address them. : 

The subject of Professor Savory’s address 
was ‘‘Charles Peguy, a Poet who died for 
France.” Speaking in French, the lecturer 
said that the t awakening of the French 
nation. which onthe ge ve sur me ie 
war had been e y 
a generation of poet and thinkers. After 
the .Franco- n War a period of dis- 
couragement had followed, and a spirit of 
— had been displayed in the literature 

1885; but after long meditation on the 
hard and salutary. lesson of defeat there had 
arisen at the ing of the present century 


towards action, confident in the destiny of 
their country. The most representative of 
the writers who brought about this renais- 
sance, the one who seemed to-day to embody 
the France of 1914, was Charles Peguy, who 
was born at Orleans on January 7, 1873. 
THE VOICE AND ITS MESSAGE. 

After a brief refererice to the early life of 
Peguy and to his works, Professor Savory 
8 ‘ke of the immense effect on him of the 

ismissal, at the demand of Germany in 1905, 
of M. Delcassé, after the Dreyfus affair. In 
the space of a morning everyone knew France 
to be threatened by a German invasion. It 
was hot news from one to another ; 
rather was it an inward consciousness, a voice 
that each man heard within himself, a voice 
of distant memory, almost inaudible. This 
voice of the race, faintly echoing in the hour 
of peril from the depths of = dead 
past, was heard by the poet Peguy. It was 
partly through him that, nine years later, 
when ‘all France heard the voice of warning 
in 1914, the country was able to rise united 
to meet the foe. Peguy was one of the first 
to answer the call. At forty-one years of age, 
a lieutenant in the territorials. he begged 
to be sent to the front. He was given the 
command of a company of Parisians, hard 
to manage, but true at heart. He knew how 
te handle them, and- his courage and confi- 
dence were equal to the most dangerous situa- 
tien that confronted him. 

On the Sth of September he was at Nan 
touillet, in the neighbourhood of Meaux. 
dofire’s army was preparing to attack, and 
opposite Peguy’s company the troops of Von 

luck were entrenched on the wooded slopes 

of Dammartin, Here he met his death from 
a bullet wound in the forehead. ‘‘So had he 
wished to die,” Professor Savory concluded, 
‘rushing to the attack on the eve of victory, 
at the hour when hope was spreading wide 
her wings. What funeral oration could fit 
him better than these words, taken from his 
last poem, ‘ Eve’? :—* Happy those who have 
died for a little piece of earth; happy those 
who have died in the heat of battle, stretched 
on the soil before the face of God; happy 
those who have died for their hearth and 
home, and the humble honour of their father's 
house; happy those who have died, for they 
have returned to the primeval clay and the 
primeval dust; happy those who have died in 
a just cause; happy the ripe ears and the 
harvested corn.’ ”’ 
A vote of thanks to the speaker was pro- 
posed by M. Blanche, French Consul. In 
replying, Professor Savory said that he was 
returning to Belfast very much encouraged by 
the knowledge that the Dublin French 
Society was so keenly interested in the 
literature of France.

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DR. HEWSON'S ORGAN 
RECITAL. 


BRILLIANT PERFORMANCES. 


An organ recital, which is to be repeated 
to-night, was given at St. Patrick's Cathedral. 
Dublin, vesterday, offerings being taken for 
the Choir Fund. Dr. George Hewson, the 
Cathedral organist, is now at the height of 
his power as a performer, and it is difficult 
to believe that a more impressive recital ever 
was given at St. Patrick's. 
No disadvantage was found in the absence 
of work that was not pure organ music: Dr. 
Hewson, following his own tastes more boldly 
of late, has discovered such a variety of 
music for the organ that is attractive in 
different ways that he does not feel any need 
for the introduction of arrangements of 
orchestral and other music for the lightening 
of his recital programme. The other reason 
for arrangements—the education of musical 
folk in music which they had small oppor- 
tunity of hearing except through organ ver- 
sions—has disappeared with the improvement 
of our orchestras and the multiplication of 
other means of becoming acquained with 
general compositions. 
Quite definitely, an all-organ music pro- 
gramme on this occasion justified itself to the 
full. It gave no sense of heaviness, though 
nothing lighter than Lemares ‘ Three 
Sketches’ was admitted; and it seemed 
to prove that the old notion,’ that 
something ‘‘sugary’’ ought to be  in- 
cluded in every recital. was fallacious. 
For myself, at all events, the recital main- 
tained its interest from start to finish. 
Those who intend to be present to-night 
should take care to be at the Cathedral by 
8 o'clock, for the programme begins with the 
great Passacaglia in C minor of Bach, a 
work that is alive with interest in Dr. 
Hewson’s performance. If anyone believes 
Bach's organ music dull, he must change that 
opinion in the excitement of noting the com- 
poser’s treatment of the simple theme which 
is announced at the opening of this work, and 
then repeated—that being the business of a 
Passacaglia—twenty-one times, in a different 
aspect every time, and then developed as a 
double fugue. Dr, Hewson himself, certainly, 
holds no dry-as-dust view of Bach; he is not 
afraid to give the music the full benefit of the 
resources of a fine modern organ with a 
wealth of tone-variety. His performance of 
the Passacaglia yesterday was such as to 
warrant his ranking with the best of organ 
executants. 
The inclusion of the Psalm-Prelude by 
Herbert Howells accorded with a suggestion 
of my own, following a private recital given 
by Dr. Hewson some months ago. Yesterday 
my admiration was increased for Dr. 
Hewson’s playing even more than for the com- 
position. The Psalm-Prelude is an imagina- 
tive and impressive work, and Dr. Hewson 
gave its qualities the utmost value in perform- 
ance. In phrasing and in adjustment of tone 
values the playing had the master touch. 
One could go on to say the same, however, of 
all the other parts of the recital. Four movements 
from a Suite by Karg-Elert came next in tie 
pregramme. Curiously enough, in the great 
days of ‘he Suite form, Suites were written 
ior all kinds of instruments and instrumental 
combinations, except for the organ. Karg- 
Elert’s pieces are more expansive, in size as 
well as in mood, than the old movements on 
which their form nominally is based, and his 
Suite is an imposing contribution to organ 
music. Dr. Hewson has long shown a parti- 
cular regard for Karg-Elert’s work, and the 
Suite sounded so well that one can safely 
ussume the performance to have been at the 
saine height of power in interpretation as the 
orgenist displayed in performances more 
easily judged. 
_ Another big work in a remarkably impres- 
sive programme was the portion, consisting of 
the Adagio and Finale, of the *‘ Erotica” 
Senata, written during the war by the late 
Sir Charles Stanford as his tribute to French 
heroism. Masterly use is made, in the Finale, 
of phrases of “ The Marseillaise.”’

public daily newspaper of British 


it gave the earliest confidential informa- 
tion of big contracts which British firms 
might win, and, therefore, industry 
promptly rallied to it. 

Its ‘format has littl changed. Only 
subscribers can have it, and it has never 
been sold over counters, The cover has 
been printed, but the inside pages have 
been simply duplicated, and at five o'clock 
every day this secret journal has been 
posted from an office in London to 
contractors and manufacturers all over the 
Kingdom. In this way the building, 
engineering and other industries, which 
live by contract, have been supplied daily 
with news of any works that are being put 
in hand in any part of the world. 

This has not been the only newspaper 
that the public cannot buy and never sees. 
Many businesses have confidential 
journals, and, although bankers, doubtless, 
make a close study of the daily Press and 
the well-known financial papers, they also 
bave a small newspaper which contains 
information exclusive to those who have 
care of our money. 

As I have already mentioned, Lloyd’s 
issues one journal which can be purchased, 
and is to be found in nearly all libraries. 
There is, however, another chronicle of 
shipping which underwriters and others 
interested alone see daily. It contains 
valuable and infallible information which 
affords much protection against hazardous 
speculations and bad bargains. 


“THE WICKEDEST OF ALL.” 


There would be no public outcry if any 
of these secret newspapers got into the 
hands of the public, although probably 
there would be, if the secret journal of 
Scotland Yard were Jet loose. Those good 
folk who are always censuring the modern 
Press would be sadly embarrassed ; for this 
official issue is really the wickedest of all. 
In reality, it is the daily connecting link 
between Scotland Yard and every Beye 
district in the Kingdom. Nobody but a 
police officer or high official in the service 
may read it. It has information con- 
cerning persons “ wanted,” and how they 
mav be identified, and it is certain that 
notorious crooks who have transferred 
their operations from London to the 
country would cheerfully subscribe for 
copies if they could. It cannot be bought 
or borrowed. Furthermore, it is a 
testimony to the loyalty and honour of 
the police that there has never been a 
leakage of a copy. 

Such secret newspapers cannot claim to 
be bright ; vet there is a streak of humour 
at times in the secret daily issue by a 
railway company which is circulated 
solely among the staff throughout the 
Kingdom. With other features it records 
items of stock on hand. and one issue 
mentioned that this included crocodiles, 
an elephant, bottles, a collection of gods, 
an oriental chief’s wardrobe and several 
hundredweight of old tracts. 


UNDESIRABLE PERSONS. 


The development in the hire purchase 
system of obtaining goods has made some 
secret newspapers of additional im- 
portance to traders. One of these reads 
something like a police gazette. It is a 
chronicle of black sheep, including long- 
firm swindlers and fraudulent or incurable 
bankrupts. One commercial organisation 
issues a confidential journal which keeps 
subscribers in all parts informed of the 
movements of undesirable persons whose 
habit is to enter a town with much show, 
and begin to run up bills that they have 
no intention of paying. 

Of course, there are many valuable 
trade papers which we cannot buy and 
probably have never seen; but there are 
some strange subscription publications 
which do not appear on the bookstalls. 
One, curiously, is devoted to pedigrees, 
and only persons bearing the names of 
old families are invited to take it. 

There is a secret fortune-hunter's 
journal, too. We may all hope for 
fortunes, but this newspaper is only 
brought to the notice of those who have 
names likely to be eligible under wills. 
The most curious of all papers, however, 
died a short while ago on the death of 
its owner. He was a man who was 
confident that he had solved the secret of 
perpetual motion. Consequently, he 
regularly duplicated his twelve-page 
journal to report to those on his free list 
the wonderful possibilities of his 
discovery-.

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THE COUNTESS OF LAUDERDALE, 
A Reuter’s message from Palm Beach, 
Florida, announces that the Countess of 
Lauderdale died there yesterday mora:ng. 
Her husband was at her bedside when she 
died, Lady Lauderdale, who was about sixty 
years of age, had been ill for some time, 
it is understood that her remains will be 
brought home to Scotland for burial. Lady 
Lauderdale was regarded as the leader of 
the foreign colony in Palm Beach society, 
and the Earl and she had arrived from Scot- 
land only a few weeks ago. Lady Lauder- 
dale was Gwendoline Lucy, youngest 
daughter of the late Judge Vaughan- 
Williams, and she was married to the 
fourteenth Earl of Lauderdale in 1890. The 
Earl and Countess had made Palm Beach 
their winter home for many years, and they 
took an active interest in the development of 
real estate in Florida. 


ADMIRAL SIR. LOWTHER GRANT. 
Admiral Sir Lowther Grant, K.C.B., who 
held active commands throughout the war 
with Germany, in the Grand Fleet in China, 
and in North American waters, died yester- 
day at his residence at West Malling, Kent, 
at the age of 64, says V'he Times. Sir 
Lowther Grant was a talented and capable 
officer, keen in his profession. On the rare 
occasions when he made any public pro- 
nouncement on naval matters his views always 
commanded respectful attention. He married 
in 1892 Mabel Emily, eldest daughter of 
Canon the Hon. Alan Brodrick and grand- 
daughter of the seventh Viscount Midleton, 
and had two sons and one daughter, 


THE REV. DAVID FYFFE, D.D. 
The Rev. Dr. David Fyffe, ex-Moderator 


of the General Assembly of the Presbyterian 
Church of England, and for twenty-one years 
Minister of Jesmond Presbyterian Church, 
Newcastle, died yesterday, aged 63 years, at 
Dundee, whither he had gone for a rest, 
Dr. Fyffe, who retired from the Pastorate in 
December last, succeeded the Rev. John 
Alexander Hutton, now editor of the British 
Weekly. He took a prominent part in edu- 
cational and social movements. 


‘THE REV, N. CONVERY. 


The death of the Rev. N. Convery, B.A., 
C.C., of St. Paul's, Belfast, took place in 
St. John’s Nursing Home, Belfast, yesterday. 
Father Convery was a nephew of the Very 
Rev. P. Convery, P.P., V.F., Archdeacon of 
St. Paul's. He was born in Killelagh, Mag 
hera, County Derry, on the 18th April, 1896. 
He was educated at St. Malachy's College, 
Belfast, and also Maynooth, where he had 
a distinguished career, and on June 20, 1920, 
he was ordained. For a time he acted as 
curate coadjutor of Newtownards and of 
Glenavy, and in August, 1927, ne was ap- 
pointed to the Parish of St. Paul as‘’assistant 
to Archdeacon Convery.

MR. J. W. DAVIS. 


We regret to announce that Mr. James W. 
Davis, solicitor, died at his residence, 2 York 
terrace, Kingstown, yesterday morning. 

Mr. Davis's death will come as a shocx t 
many; for, as prosecutin, police solicitor, at 
the Dublin District Courts, he was a well- 
known and popular figure. Having qualified 
as a solicitor in 1896, he quickly built up an 
extensive practice. During this period he 
was recognised as an authority on house 
property sales and conveyancing. About 
1912 he succeeded Mr. Matthew Tobias as 
prosecuting police solicitor in Dublin, and he 
filled that most difficult ré/e in a manner that 
won the respect of all classes. 

He was a genial friend and. adviser to all 
who came to him, and it was well known that 
in his prosecutions he- always took a middle 
course, never pressing too much against any 
unfortunate person whom he had to prosecute. 
Mr. Davis also acted as solicitor to the 
National Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Children in Dublin. He took a 
keen interest in the poor, and was a strong 
supporter of the poor box collection at the 
Police Courts. 

One of Mr, Davis’s brothers is a partner in 
the well-known firm of solicitors, Messrs. 
Casey, ae and Collins. of St. Andrew 
street, Dublin, and another, the late Mr. R. 
H. Davis, made a name for himself while 
acting as a Justice of the Peace at Dundrum 
in Ei | days. 

Mr. Davis had never recovered from the 
shock of his wife’s death, about a year ago. 
In the Dublin District Court yesterday, 
Mr. E. H. Burne, solicitor, President of the 
Incorporated Law Society, expressed deep 
regret at the death of Mr. Davis. He spoke 
of his kindly, sociable character, and said that 
his death was deplored by the solicitors prac- 
tising in the Court where he was so well 
known and highly esteemed. 

District Justice Kenny said that he was 
very sorry to hear of the death of Mr. Davis, 
who was a most courteous, kindly gentleman. 
He expressed sympathy with his relatives 
and friends.

Trade and Politics. 


The speeches at yesterday's annual 
meeting of the Dublin Chamber of Com- 
merce were unusually interesting. Mr. 
David Barry, the outgoing chairman, and 
Mr. John Mackie spoke at some length on 
matters of much importance to the Free 
State. Mr. Barry, in reviewing the 
events of the past year, said that it 
had been marked by ‘“ quiet but steady 


progress,” and that the Chamber of 
Commerce, in consequence, had been 
able ‘‘to turn its attention from 


great public issues to the prosaic and 
practical details of every-day commercial 
affairs.” Yet, although the situation had 
improved enormously, much remained to 
be done. The adverse balance of trade 
against the Free State had been reduced, 
but still was very heavy, Expenditure 
had fallen: but the yield of income tax 
had dwindled during recent months, and 
there was an immediate prospect of new 
forms of taxation, Bank balance sheets, 
entirely satisfactory from the shareholders’ 
point of view, showed that the demand for 
accommodation for commercial and indus- 
trial enterprises was less than it was 
twelve months. ago} and the Free 
State’s foreign competitors were preparing 
for still greater efforts to capture her place 
in the British market. In the circum- 
stances, Mr. Barry takes the view that 
there must be no relaxation of effort in the 
Free State, He urges the Government to 
concentrate its attention on the needs of 
agriculture, and, by the intelligent 
development of road transport, to bring 
the farmer more closely into touch with 
his market, 

From the economic point of view, 
everything in the Free State ought to be 
subordinated to the promotion of the 
agricultural industry. Every attempt to 
create new industries out of nothing is 
doomed to failure. Mr. Mackie said

Revolt in Spain. 


“Uneasy lies the head that wears a 
and it seems that Europe's new 
dictators, though they are uncrowned, 
have no better fortune. We reported 
yesterday a brief, but sinister, revolt in 
the Spanish Army. It had been timed 
for Monday night throughout the whole 
of Spain, but it failed everywhere, save 
in the garrison town of Ciudad Real, one 
hundred miles south of Madrid. There, 
on Tuesday morning, the Ist Regiment 
of Light Artillery seized the barracks of 
the Civil Guard, commanded road-crossings 
with its guns and stopped railway traffic. 
The Government, which, perhaps, was not 
unprepared for some such development, 
acted promptly. Two regiments of cavalry 
and strong forces of the Civil Guard were 
hurried to Ciudad Real. They were pre- 
ceded by a squadron of aeroplanes, from 
which pamphlets, promising pardon to 
the rank and file of the revolting regi- 
ment, were dropped into the town. 
Whether as a result of these messages 
or because the townspeople showed no 
sympathy with the revolt, the regiment 
offered no resistance to the loyal troops. 
On Tuesday night the Marques de Estella 
told the National Assembly that the crisis 
“might be regarded as at an end,” and 
on Wednesday morning General Orgaz 
“took command of the situation ” at 
Ciudad Real. All the officers of the dis- 
affected regiment are under arrest; the 
town is peaceful, and no disturbances are 
reported from any other part of the 
country. For some years the Artillery 
Corps has been a storm centre in Spanish 
politics, Until 1926 promotion in the 
Corps was by seniority, but in June of 
that year the Marques de Estella intro- 
duced the system of promotion by merit. 
He was met with such a storm of protest 
that he was forced to substitute a system 
under which seniority and merit would 
be combined. This concession did not 
appease the malcontents. Two months later 
the artillery regiments at Valladolid and 
Segovia abandoned all pretence of discip 
line, and a state of martial law was pro- 
claimed throughout the Kingdom. The 
bulk of the army, however, remained 
loyal; the disorders were crushed, and 
the Corps of Artillery was disbanded for 
the time being. Minor troubles have 
occurred in its ranks during the last two 
years: so recently as five weeks ago there 
were outbreaks of indiscipline in the 
artillery schools at Segovia and Saragossa. 
If such disaffection is confined to a single 
corps, smarting under recent losses of 
privilege—if, as the Dictator says, the 
army, as a whole, is trustworthy, and 
the nation ‘‘submissive’’—the affair of 
Ciudad Real may be negligible; but 
indications of a deeper and wider dis- 
content are not lacking. In the National 
Assembly, on Tuesday, the Marques de 
Estella complained of “constant attempts 
to put. difficulties in the Government’s 
path and to provoke disorder.” The arrest 
yesterday of Sefior Sanchez Guerra, 
Conservative leader and former Prime 
Minister, suggests some political backing 
for the military revolt. It is significant, 
too, that the Government received reports 
yesterday from the military authorities of 
Barcelona, the country’s chief centre of 
political unrest. The Marques de Estella 
is now in the sixth year of a dictatorship 
which was to be annulled as soon as the 
country was fit for constitutional govern-

In a word, the old methcd of 
assessitig beasts, and the pride of judgment 
that so many farmers cherish, are exploded 
by the scientific system. Many prevalent 
notions go wholly by the board. For 
example, it is proved that the selection of 
dairy bulls primarily on the basis of the 
milk yield of the dam is a mistaken 
policy. This practice at best is slow in 
improving the stock, and always is un- 
certain. The true breeding value of a 
bull is to be assessed by the milking 
qualities of his offspring. Sire and dam 
are shown to have equal effects on the 
milk yield of offspring and-the butter-fat 
percentages. A high milk yield may be 
inherited independently of high fat per- 
centage. The age of sire and dam is 
found to have no bearing on the offspring’s 
butter-fat production. Maximum milk 
and fat yields are found to occur among 
the larger breeds—dairy shorthorn, 
Lincoln red shorthorn, red poll and 
Friesian—when cows are eight to nine 
years of age. In the case of smaller 
breeds—Ayrshire, Guernsey, Jersey and 
Kerry—the maximum is attained at seven 
years of age. Experience in England 
shows that the milk output reaches its 
maximum during April, May and June, 
and thereafter diminishes until October or 
November, when a rise again occurs. The (

It 1s said that 
quite a number of notorious resorts have 
closed down completely, while others 
remaining open are under the strictest 
supervision. This is much more strict 
than in any ordinary club in regard to 
visitors, and thére is now no suspicion | 
illicit drinking after hours. One of tiie 
best features about this development 1s 
that the night ¢lubs are being driven out 
of business by respectable cafés and 
restaurants, which keep open to a late 
hour and provide attractions that are 
superior to those offered by the clubs. 
Altogether, it is thought that a marked 
and welcome change will result in the 
night life of London as a result of the 
proceedings at the Old Bailey.

Professor Einstein's new work, which he 
submitted recently to the Prussian Academy 
of Science, is published to-day. It is entitled: 
‘*Zur Binhkeitlichen Feldthearie.”’' (Verlag 
der Akademie der Wissenschaften in Kome 
mission bei Walter «de Gruyter, U. Co., 
Berlin, 1929, price one mark. In it he has 
worked out a formula designed to link gravi- 
tation and electro-magnetism. 

It is a paper which, in printed form, 
occupies only a trifle over five pages, 10ins. 


fruit of (en years’ works. It contains 53 
mathematical formulas, with strips of text, 
varying generally from two to five bines_ be- 
tween each. The text, even the introductory 
paragraph, is very concise, and is also 
sprinked liberally with symbols. 

To the layman the paper conveys next to 
nothing. From the first half of the first 
sentence he mav gather that Professor 
Einstein has sought in recent studies to show 
that a single theory of gravity and electricity 
might be achieved. From the rest of the in- 
troductury paragraph he may gain a vague 
impression of the difficulties which had to be 
overcome, and learn that, nevertheless, Pro- 
fessor Einstein found a satisfactory way of 
bringing the gravitational and electro- 
magnetic fields, so to say, under one hat. ‘The 
rest, being largely rows of symbols, could be 
conveyed neither by telegraph nor telephone. 
in the original or in translation. 
The Correspondent, however, transmits 
some observations on the general nature of 
the work by an English physicist, Mr. L. L. 
Whyte, who, after a period of research in 
physics at Cambridge, is engaged on similar 
work in connection with the University of 
Berlin, and has had exceptional opportunities 
of studying Professor Einstein’s work. He 
said: After six months’ further study, 
Einstein now announces that the method pre- 
viously .used. for the deduction, of the field 
equations (i.¢e., from a Hamiltonian prin- 
ciple) has proved inadequate, In its place a 
new method of great elegance is developed, 
which has various satisfactory features mm con- 
nection with the physical interpretation of 
the theory. For instance, a mathematical 
identity holding to a first approximation be- 
tween certain functions of the field quantities 
accounts for the independence—to a first ap- 
proximation—of the gravitational and electro- 
magnetic fields. This means that within this 
approximation Einstein claims to have put 
forward a geometry of space-time which offers 
a comprehensive description of all the 
phenomena of field physics, and the particular 
geometry used appears to have considerable 
advantages over those previously proposed by 
hinself and others.

SHOT DEAD. 


SURPRISING CRIME 
IN COUNTY LOUTH. 


HUSBAND ARRESTED, 


Within a few hours after she had been 
married Mrs. Elizabeth Kerley, the 
twenty-three-old wife of James Kerley, a 
County Louth farmer, was found dead in 
her bedroom yesterday, with gunshot 
wounds in her body. Her husband has 
been arrested and charged with having 
murdered her. 

Kerley, who is 35 years of age, owns a 
house and twenty acres of land at Tully, 
a townland about ten miles from Dundalk. 
He lived alone since his only sister 
emigrated to America twelve months ago. 


THE MARRIAGE. 

On Tuesday he married Miss Elizabeth 
Clarke, the daughter of a neighbouring 
farmer, Patrick Clarke, of Ednaquin. The 
wedding had been arranged for nine 
o'clock in the morning at Killanny 
Church, which is within a short distance 
of the house of Kerley and of the Clarkes. 

It is said that Kerley and the grooms 
man left his house shortly before nine 
o'clock in a motor-car, but before the 
church was reached Kerley stopped thie 
car, paid off the driver, and with his 
friend walked back to his house, inti- 
mating to sowe friends that he met that 
he intended to hand back the dowry of 


£100 which -he had received from Miss 
Clarke’s father. 
Later he went to the louse of the 


Clarkes, where the bride and her people 
had gathered, having returned from the 
church when Kerley failed to put in an 
appearance. 

As the result of a conversation tlie 
parties again set out for the church, and 
Kerley and Miss Clarke were married, 
the officiating clergyman being the lev. 
Franeis Hackett. 


THE CRIME DISCOVERED. 

The wedding celebrations were held at 
Clarke’s house, and the newly-marrie:l 
couple joined in the dancing and the 
playing of games. They left for Kerley’s 
house after ten o clock, and nothing more 


day morning, whén Kerley turned up at 
the house of a relative, and, if is said, 
made a statement that be had shot his 
wife. He refused to give up a gun which 
he carried, and left the house. 

Word was sent to the Civic Guards at 
Louth villave and Dundalk, and Superin- 
tendent O'Byrne, Inspector O'Donovan, 
and a number of Guards drove to Tully. 
The door of Kerley’s house was open, 
and Mrs. Kerley was found lying on her 
face in the bedroom. She was dead, and 
gunshot wounds were on the chest. 


HUSBAND ARRESTED. 


A search for Kerley was immediately 


begun. Sergeant Tuohy, of Louth Station, 
and Detective McHugh, of Dundalk, 


approached a house within a couple of 
hundred yards of Kerley’s. ‘They saw a 
man leave by a back door. He carried a 
double-barrelled shotgun. ‘The detective 
called on the man to leave the gun down 
and approach. The mah hesitated, and 
the detective covered him with a revolver 
and ordered him to drop the weapon and 
put up his hands. The man, who was 
James Kerley, obeyed, and was taken into 
custody. 


CHARGED WITH MURDER.

LOWERING ALL IRELAND'S 
ECONOMIC VITALITY. 
Now, gentlemen (continued Mr. Barry), 
there is one other matter—and it is one of 
profound and far-reaching importance— 
which I cannot resist the opportunity to 
mention before I retire, It Sh nó an issue 
upon which I find myself somewhat at vari- 
ance with the Free State Government. And 
it 1s an Wsue which must ultimately be faced 
if Irish trade and commerce are to réach 
anything approaching the fulness of their 
natural stature. To put it quite plainly, 
the unnatural divorce between Dublin and 
Belfast, which has grown out of the political 
boundary, must be bronchi to an end if the 
interests of trade and commerce in Northe. 3 
Ireland and in the Free State are to escape 
permanent strangulation at the hands of poli- 
licians. 
With the political issues involved neither 
you nor I, as membets of this Chamber, are 
concerned. What does concern us deeply is 
the fact that our Governmefit, while appoint- 
ing ambassadors and trade representatives to 
countries with which we have merely nominal 
trade relationships, and very doubtful com- 
mercial prospects, persistently ignores the 
capital city of the State with which we have 
the most intimate business relationships—the 
State which, with the exception’ of Great 
Britain, is the largest buyer of our products. 
What distresses us is that both Governments 
concerned, with some inexplicable idea of 
ministering to their own importance, insist 
upon placing all kinds of irritating obstacles 
in the paths of Irishmen who want to meet 
and do business with each other. 


‘ UNIQUE IN CHRISTENDOM.” 
T wonder do you realise—indeed, I some- 
times wonder whether Free State and 
Northern Ireland Ministers know—that the 
Customs boundary which, serpent-like, zig- 
zags iis way from Newry to Londonderry, 18 
unique in Christendom. Neither in the Com- 
monwealth of British Nations, nor within 
any other empire or other political federation 
in the world, does any land customs frontier 
survive. In the whole civilised world Ireland 
alone is cursed with the anachronism of an 
internal dividing line, which forbids freedom 
of movement and i of commodities 
between communities who have common 
economic interests and a common political 
allegiance.

COST OF COMPULSORY IRISH. 

Mr. Landy, having paid a tribute to the 
excellent results of the policy of the Minister 
irr Agriculture, referred to the compulsory 
teaching of the Irish language.

ADVANTAGES OF 
CHEAP POWER. 


RENEFITS EXPECTED FROM 
THE SHANNON SCHEME. 


EFFECT ON AMENITIES 
OF COUNTRY TOWNS,

‘The Shannon scheme and its economi 
consequences’ was the subject of af 
address by Mr. George Fletcher—who was 
a member of the Water Power Resources 
(Ireland) Committee—delivered before the 
Royal Society of Arts in London last 
night. 

Mr. Fletcher explained the engineering 
obstacles which had to be overcome in the 
carrying out of the “ partial develop- 
ment ” of the Shannon as a preliminary 
to the “ further developments ” which are 
to take place. 

The lay-out for the first. or partial, 
development, he said, contemplated the 
distribution of current over nearly the 
whole of the Irish Free State by overhead 
high-tension transmission lines. The 
erection of those lines was now In a Very 
advanced state. Rapid progress had been 
made with the central station work, and 
it appeared very probable that the supp!) 
would be available by October of this 


year.

TO STEM EMIGRATION. 
the question of the economic 
developments which may be expected when 
electric power available throughout the 
Free State. Mr. Fletcher said that one was 
often met by the question whether the scheme 
would ‘pay.’ That was nol uncommonly 
accompanied by an expression ol doubt in 
the matter. because Ireland was not an in 
dustrial country. . The question was charac 
teristic of their national attitude. The ex 
ploitation of water-power resources had been 
too Jong delayed, especially in Ireland, which 
had suffered from its lack of fuel.

eight millions to slightly over four millions. 

The area of land under 
corn decreased at about the same rate, and 
the downward tendency continued. The 
supply of cheap corn from America and else 
where affected farmers in Britain as well as

AN INDUSTRIAL REVIVAL. 

In England the population migrated to the 
rapidly-growing imdustrial towns, | where 
power-factories near the coalfields absorbed 
the erstwhile agricultural worker, In Ireland 
there were few industrial towns, and so the 
population fell by emigration. In the last 
lew years there had been great improvemen! 
in the organisation and marketing of products 
in the great dairy industry and other branches 
of agriculture in the Irish Free State. 
“But,” he continued, “it is becoming cleai 
that a vigorous industrial revival is essential 
unless emigration is to continue.” 

Every effort to promote industries other 
than agriculture in Southern Ireland during 
the last thirty vears had been fitful and halt: 
hearted, Official effort took the direction of 
encouraging home industries, Those achieved 
a large measure of success, were of consider. 
able educational value, and proved a useful 
auxiliary to the earnings of the small farmer. 
This afforded no solution of the larger pro- 
blem, however. The farming classes were not 
industrially-minded, and the prospect of the 
mill chimney revolted them. 

The few industrial ventures which had been 
attempted had usually ended in failure. The 
spinning wheel became a museum specimen or 
drawingroom ornament, and thousands of 


hand-looms went on the scrap heap. Many 
once flourishing towns were falling into 
decay. 

‘This unhappy state of affairs,” he de- 


clarec, “is due largely, but not entirely, to 


the lack of fuel resources, and to-day in 
dustry calls for cheap power. The Free State 
has valuable peat resources, and those 


reserves will undoubtedly prove a great im 
dustrial asset in the future. It seems likely 
that electric transmission may in time afford 
a revolution in regard to problems of trans- 
port. 


PRIMARY NEED. 
“The primary economic need of the Irish 
Free State 1s cheap electric energy for hght- 
ing and power purposes, and this it will be 
the function of the Shannon Scheme to pro- 
vide. The first effect will be to greatly 
improve the amenities of our country towns 
und to raise the standard of comfort of those 
living in them. There are approximately 130 
towns and villages with a minimum popula 
tion of 500 in which no electric supply at 
present exists. As many of these as possible 
will be given the benefit of the current when 


it becomes available. Contracts have been 
given for the erection of distribution net- 


works in more than thirty of them. 

“ Many of these towns are situated among 
beautiful natural surroundings, and the ad- 
vaniage of an electrical supply for street and 


house lighting will be of enormous value, 
social and economic, and will react on the 
growing tourist traffic. A very important 


consideration also is that in such places the 
working day will be greatiy lengthened. 

‘‘Tt is not possible to estimate to what 
extent the supply will be availed of by the 
agricultural industry, but with adequate pro- 
paganda it is certain to play a very important 
part in the staple national industry. 

““One cannot vet forecast the effect of the 
supply in attractmg new industries which 
require cheap power; but, arguing from 
analogy, the availability of cheap power with 
other economic adyantages will almost cer- 
tainly attract them. The surplus energy 
available in winter may also in seasonal in- 
dustries afford winter employment to a 
certain number of otherwise idle workers;
